II. Pritchard, well known as captain of 
a small coaster, entered the room occupi- 
ed by William Dudley, in an old house u! 
the corner of Bastion ami Commercial 
streets, nbout . o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, Ho saw lladlev seated in a chair 
with bis feet in auotherchair and his hack 
against the bud. lie spoke to him twice, 
but got no answer. Pritchard then 
looked olosolv ;it Hadiey ami discovered 
that he was dead ami cold. A gaping wound 
in the right temple, and a largo revolver, 
grasped tightly by tho stock with the 
right hand and the muzzle re-sting in his 
left haud, showed at a -fiance that the 
wound ( from ivhicli tic blood had pound 
profusely] was self inflicted. On tho bed 
close to tne dead man's elbow was a pil- 
low, and on that )uy a largo Bible, open; 
near the Bible was found a letter addres- 
sed to Mr. Jeuuett of Jobnson street in 
this city. The contents of this letter will 
not be known until to day. Ollicer Par- 
eons was summoned and took charge of 
the remains, t'he deoeasod for about 1"> 
years was in the employ of the Customs 
Department. Latterly he had become in- 
temperate in his habits, and was frequent- 
ly absent from his duties without leave. 
On Tuesday tho Collector of Customs, 
having repeatedly warned Hadiey, felt 
compelled to discharge him. Yesterday 
morning Mr. Lawsou .attache of the Cus- 
tomhouse, ral h d on Hadiey and asked 
him for the pistol and two lamps, which 
Were tho property of tho Customs Ue- 
partment. lladlev seemed in his usual 
spirits, spoke cheerfully to Lawson and 
fed his chickens in his presence, saying he 
would bring the articles himself. About 
ten o'clock ho was seen in the streets. 
Shortly after that hour he must have gone 
to his room ami committed suicide. Some 
two weeks biilCS he wan missed, and on 
friends repairing to his room in search of 
bim they found slips of paper on which 
were written messages to friends. These 
messages indicated that oven then Hadiey 
meditated self destruction. After a few 
days' absence he came baek and it was 
ascertained that ho li.nl been on a pro- 
longed "spree." The deceased was aged 
about 42 years, and was a native of Spring- 
field, Massachusetts. An in.; :;o.--t will be 
held to-day. 

Dominion Day at liaiiiloopa 

The steamer Marten having been gen- 
erously pluoed at their disposal by Air. 
Barnard, the people of Kamloops and 
vicinity, to the number of one hundred 
anil six, celebrated Dominion Day by a 
pic nic excursion up the South Thomp 
son. The steamer started from the foot 
of Kamloops Lake early on Thursday 
morning, picking up the settlers en route. 
Arriving at the town, she received on 
board the principal part of tho popula- 
tion, and proceeded up the river ami lakes 
Bsfara9SpiMtimesheen,a.distauce of about 
one hundred and thirty miles, which 
place she reached before noon en Friday. 
After partaking of a bountiful repast ut 
Mr. Fortune's, tho steamer was headed 
for Iiouia, and came as far as lie? foot of 
Dig Slitlswup Lake that day. reaching i t 
Kamloops at 10 o'clock a. m. on Satur- 
day. A very plentiful block of pro' i 
siom wat supplied by the ladios, and 
full justice was done to Lhein. Dancing 
was kepi up almost without intermission 
during tiie trip, — Carswell's string I. ami 
supplying muaio for the occasion. A 
more enjoyable or successful pleasure 
excursion was probably never made in 
British Columbia. The weather was bli- 
the most part propitious; the scenery 
along the river and lakes was gorgeous, 
the arrangements on hoard the good 
Bteamer were perfect, and the officers of 
the ship were painstaking and indefatiga- 
ble. Before debarking the joyous throng 
gave three hearty cheers lor .Mr. Bar 
nard, three for Mr. Mara, three for the 
lailies, and three for Capt. Guiding. This 
is the liis'. celebration of the kind which 
has taken place ill that charming section 
of British Columbia, and there is every 
reason to believe that it will nut be the 
last. 

Intemouoi? Australia. — Colonel Eger- 
ton Warburton has crossed the western 
interior of Australia, mid the emploj men! 
of oaim Is for the first time in the ex- 
ploration of this region hub placed beyond 
doubt the fact that tho vast sterile wastes 
of Australia can never bo utilized for 
purposes <-.f colonization or transit. The 
record of Ins labours and Bufferings has 
recently beon published, and the only 
valuable result of his well nigh fatal ex- 
pedition is tho discovery that Western 
Australia contains no objects ,,f interest 
that would justify any further researches 
in the interior. Eyre, Stuart, Loiohhardt, 
Gregory, Burke, Wills, and McKoulay 
liavo acquired renown, and some of tlicm 
have lost their lives, in Australian explo- 
rations. Only two of Col. Warhtirton's 
seventeen camels wero left on his arrival 
at Albany, the others having been slnin 
for food. The idea of a great river, which 
drains tho western part of the continent, 
hi\s been finally dispelled, and the dangers 
through which tho expedition passed 
renders Col. Wai burton's journey a book 
extremely interesting to read.

Teachers' Convention. 

Tho following essay was read by Mr. 
Georgo Pottinger, toucher of Craigilower 
school, at tho Monday ovoning session of 
tho Teachers' Convention: 

Mr. Chairman and Teachers: — Science 
is knowledge reduced to order; that is 
knowledge so classified and arranged as 
to bo easily remembered, used with free- 
dom and applied with advantage to the 
affairs of daily life. 

Arithmetic, tho soience of numbers, is 
one of the most important elements of a 
liberal and practical education, and 
claims to bo held in tho highest estima- 
tion by all classes of society; from the 
lordly financier to tho humblest mechanic. 
It soldom fails to awaken tho dormant 
powers of reason, gives correct ideas to 
the mind, always points tho way to use- 
fulness aud eminence, aud through the 
(perfecting of tho powers of reason and 
honest calculation, leads many to "Num- 
ber their days am? apply their hearts to 
heavenly wisdom." 

Having been engaged in this work for 
a greater length of time than any of the 
gentlemen and ladies present, I take the 
liberty of speaking to those in particular 
who are only commencing. 

Now, the lirst of all is: you- must be 
deeply impressed with tho importance 
and real worth of tho subject; and so in 
love with it that your scholars cannot fail 
to see that you look upon it as all impor- 
tant, and indispensible. 

With Addition, from tho blackboard 
and slate, commence Multiplication Ta- 
ble. Do not bo in a hurry to get over tho 
four elementary rules of Addition, Sub- 
traction, Multiplication and Division, un- 
til they can do them correctly uud very 
quickly. As often as your time will al- 
low, take your slate and work too, to h4 
them seo how much faster you can do it 
than they can; at tho same time seek to 
imbue them with the conviction that for 
them to reach your standard is not only 
probable out, with diligence and perse- 
verance, almost certain. Ah soon as they 
can do the aforesaid fundamental rules as 
directed, introduce Easy Practical Calcu- 
lations, but do not permit thorn to work 
them until by questioning you discover 
that they know how to do themjand why ? 
Then as quickly as they get through, let 
them pile their slates before you; the first 
correctly dono to the head of thu class, 
<fce. 

1 would next initiate them in tho Tables 
of Weights and Measures, together with 
Compound Addition. Subtraction, Multi- 
plication and Division; when thoso shall 
have been got through almost, if not al- 
together to your entire satisfaction, then, 
but not till then, nllow them to spend 
part of the day from tho Elementary 
Arithmetic Book, and another part as di- 
rected in Easy Calculations, all tho time 
remembering that you may spoil thatu by 
too much help, as well as culpablo ne- 
glect. 

Leaving you to plod on, somewhat in 
aecordauco with tho courso which is 
sketched in tho Canadian series, tho ele- 
mentary part of which yon should en- 
deavour to get through in 12 or IS 
months, when I would advise tho intro- 
duction of Algebra, Euclid aud Mensu- 
ration; tho latter to bo perfected in prac- 
tical surveying as far as Arithmetic pro- 
per can go; then pause, as whan the veter- 
an and youth have reached somo grand 
height on a road of which tho termination 
is sublime: bid adieu to Arithmetio and 
accept the proffered hand of Mathema- 
tics which is a sure guide to the most 
glorious heights. As soon asyour scho- 
lars are sufficiently advanced in Geome- 
try aud Trigonometry, take them, to- 
gether with chain aud sextant, quadrant 
or theodolite, etc., to tho nearest conven- 
ient field, oversee them measure it, draw 
the plan, take levels, etc., or show them 
how very easy it may bo for.them, after a 
few years of practical training as seamen, 
by means of a knowledge of the easy, 
though apparently mysterious. Art of 
.Navigation, to oiroumuavigate this small 
globo called Earth, or rise even higher by 
being aide to calculate with certainty the 
distances and movements of other worlds 
which adorn our system; at the same time 
never forgetting that the foundation of 
every Arithmetical structure, like tho 
other works of God, humbly rests on a 
unit.
